The idea: A periscope-type 


rear view mirror telescoping 
through the ceiling of a car to 
give the driver a clear, wide 
angle view of what's behind him. 


Anyone who trailers a boat 


knows the difficulty posed by 
small mirrors when you have to 
back up.as when backing down a 
ramp to launch. The con- 
ventional central rear mirror is 
no good because even an open 
runabout looms so high on the 
trailer that your vision is 
blocked. 


Rear-view mirrors on both 


sides of the car are helpful— but 
there is still a blind spot in dead 
center where the high nose of the 
boat interferes. 


Anyone watching a submarine 


movie recognized long ago that 
the wide-angle periscope has an 
application to automobiles also. 
Cars have blind spots in traffic 
even when you aren't trailering a 
boat. 


One such blind spot occurs 


when someone on a multi-lane 
road attempts to pass you on the 
right. There is a critical moment 
when you can't see the other 
car— for while your windshield is 
big the rear window of your car 
is relatively small, and the broad 
corner of the body blocks vision.

The spacep^n 
hurtled on, meanwhile towatu a 
Wednesday rendezvous with the 
moon. 


Officials said the source of 


the problem was a mystery. 
They were not certain whether 
it would recur and experts 
studied data to learn the exact 
cause. 


As Mattingly was taking star 


sightings on the planet Jupiter 
to align the spaceship, a red 
warning light flashed in the 
cabin. 


Something had happened to 


the guidance and 
navigation 


system, preventing the space- 
ship from moving left or right. 


"I don't know what hap- 


pened," Mattingly, the com- 
mand module pilot, radioed. "I 
was down looking at the optics 
and all of a sudden I just saw a 
warning light and I got no atti- 
tude (position) and a gimbal 
lock light ... It looks like the 
platform might be frozen." 


He referred to the inertial 


guidance system platform. 


There was no danger to the 


astronauts. The command ship 
has a backup guidance system 
that would get them home if 
the primary system failed. If 
there were a primary failure, 
the moon landing would be can-, 
celed.

to a large degree on the local 
property tax.

In the Texas case, known as 


Rodriguez v. San Antonio Inde- 
pendent School District, a spe- 
cial panel of three

judges declared last December 
that the system violates the 
14th Amendment's guarantee of 
equal protection of the laws. 


That is, said the three judges, 


Texas' financing system makes 
educational 
expenditures 
a 


function of local wealth, dis- 
criminating against children in 
poorer communities. 


Crawford C. Martin, the at- 


torney general of Texas, set 
forth a five-point argument for 
reversal. He said the judges 
had limited the freedom of 
states to govern themselves. Al- 
though 
a different 
financing 


system would improve educa- 
tion in poorer districts, Martin 
argued, it would cause educa- 
tion in other districts to suffer 


The Texas official noted that 


the public school system al- 
ready is under heavy pressure 
from those who resist deseg- 
regation. Now, he said, children 
in wealthier families would be 
likely to flee to private schools. 


In Texas, about 40 per cent of 


school revenues come from lo- 
cal property taxes. The aver- 
age for all the states is 55 per 
cent. 


The case began with a suit 


filed on July 30, 1968, by 15 par- 
ents and children in the Edge- 
wood district in San Antonio, a 
Mexican-American community 
that is one of the poorest in the 
city. 


The judges found that in one 


year Edgewood property was 
producing $21 a pupil while 
Alamo Heights, another district 
with lower property taxes, was 
raising $307 a pupil. "Any mild 
equalizing effects that state aid 
may have do not benefit the 
poorest districts," they said. 


The judges said Texas could 


adopt whatever other system it 
chooses so long as the quality 
of public education is not de- 
pendent on wealth 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Led 


by Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger, the Supreme Court to- 
day upheld a loyalty oath in 
Massachusetts that requires all 
public employes to pledge they 
will oppose the overthrow of 
the government by force or vio- 
lence. 


State employes must take the 


oath or face discharge from 
their jobs. 


Delivering the 4-3 decision, 


Burger said the oath does not 
violate First Amendment free- 
doms since it is no more titan a 
commitment not to uac illegal 
force to change the system. 


The three dissenters, Justices 


William 0. Douglas, William J. 
Brennan 
Jr., 
and Thurgood 


Marshall, protested that the 
oath flatly violates the free- 
speech guarantees. 


But Burger was able to swing 


a majority by persuading Jus- 
tices Potter Stewart and Byron 
R. White, to join him and Jus- 
tice Harry A. Blackmun. The 
two later Nixon administration 
appointees, William H. Rehn- 
quist and Lewis F. Powell Jr.,

gued. 


Two years ago a U.S. District 


Court in Massachusetts found 
the oath invalid. Chief Judge 
Bailey Aldrich of the U.S. Cir- 


cuit Court in Boston said the 
phrase in which the oath-taker 
swears or affirms that he will 
not "oppose or overthrow" the 
government was "fatally vague 
and unspecific." 


But Burger said 
Aldrich's 


opinion had taken "a highly lit- 
eralistic approach" and he re- 
called that the late Justice 
John M. Harlan had said, "Al- 
most any word or phrase may 
be rendered vague and am- 
biguous by dissection with a se- 
mantic scalpel."

Washed Out Visit

What 
has 
been 
happening 


lately in Vietnam could have 
been enough to wash out Presi- 
dent Nixon's visit to Moscow It 
hasn't—yet. 


The Kremlin and the Nixon 


Administration alike have good 
reasons for wanting the Mos- 
cow summit to take place as 
scheduled. 


But 
in each capital there 


must be a point where prospec- 
tive benefits from such a meet- 
ing become too costly. That 
point is close now. It wouldn't 
take much to bring about col- 
lapse of plans for the Moscow 
visit. 


The Russians, probably to 


their dismay, find themselves 
now on the receiving end of the 
same 
kind of finger-pointing 


they directed at the Chinese 
Communists 
when 
President 


Nixon was headed for Peking in 
mid-February. 


Moscow had done its best to 


make 
Peking 
uncomfortable. 


Among other things it eagerly 
sponsored a big rally in France 
under the name of World As- 
sembly for Peace and Inde- 
pendence of the 
Indochinese 


Peoples as Nixon was about to 
meet with the Chinese leaders. 
The object was painfully ob- 
vious. The U.S. ambassador to 
the Paris Vietnam talks can- 
celed the session that week in 
protest against what he called 
"a 
horde of Communist-con- 


trolled agitators." 


The Chinese leaders declined 


to be embarrased. Meanwhile, 
an expected offensive of the 
North Vietnamese timed to the 
Peking summit failed to mate- 
rialize.

Report Filed 
by Arkla Gas 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


new report was filed Monday 
with the state Public Service 
Commission by Arkansas Loui- 
siana Gas Co., showing the 
firm's cost of serving its indus- 
trial customers last year. 


The PSC last year began a 


cost of study on the gas utility 
to help it determine a proper 
rate scheduled, and Arkla filed 
a lengthy report Dec. 5. The 
PSC ruled Feb. 2 that Arkla 
had not complied with its re- 
quest for cost figures and in- 
structed the utility to make a 
new financial report based on a 
method dictated by the PSC. 
The new figures also are based 
on the company's experience in 
1971. The December report was 
based on 1970. 


Arkla seeks approval of a 


rate of 32 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet of gas from its large indus- 
trial customers. The rate has 
been in effect on an emergency 
basis. 


The company's December re- 


port said the cost of furnishing 
gas to industrial customers was 
38.1 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. 
Under the method the PSC said 
Arkla should use, the average 
cost was 30.8 cents. 


The earlier report showed a 


deficiency in revenues, based 
on 1970 sales and costs, of 16.78 
cents per 1.000 cubic feet. The 
second report showed a defi- 
ciency of 14.58 cents.

CHICAGO (AP) — A recent 


study showed the Chicago driv- 
er sits in traffic jams longer 
than motorists of any other 
city. 


Besides the usual reason—re- 


pairs, accidents and bad weath- 
er—there are a number of 
phenomena that exist with in- 
creasing irritation on all ex- 
pressways. 


They include the gaper's block. 
This phenomenon occurs with 


frustraing frequency 
in Chi- 


cago. It usually occurs when 
the driver is already late for 
work or dinner but the lanes 
are open and traffic is zipping 
right along. 


Suddenly, the lines begin to 


slow. The weather is perfect, 
the motorist reasons, and the 
road repairs were completed 
last year. It must be a bad ac- 
cident or a temporary delay. 


A half-hour and a quarter- 


mile later, the motorist reaches 
a point where two cars with 
nicked fenders are parked on 
the apron. A police car is be- 
hind them and the blue light is 
attracting gapers.

By a 4-1 vote Monday the Ar- 
kansas State University Board 
of Trustees affirmed the admin- 
istration's decision not to renew 
the contract of Dr. Bill Stroud. 
an assistant professor of philos- 
ophy at ASU. 


Stroud said afterward that he 


had fought the action all the 
way. but that he was not bitter. 
He said he planned no further 
appeal. His contract expires at 
the end of this semester. 


Stroud had appealed to the 


board for renewal after ASU 
President Dr. Carl Reng and 
Dean 0. P. James said they 
would not renew it. 


A petition with the names of 


1,000 
ASU students supporting 


Stroud was presented to the 
board last Friday. 


This was the third time in as 


many years that Stroud has ap- 
peared before the board seek- 
ing to have his contract re- 
newed. The board renewed it 
two previous times against the 
wishes of Reng. 


The motion not to renew was 


made by Phil Hout of Jones- 
boro, who was appointed by 
Gov. Dale Bumpers. 
Elijah 


Coleman of Pine Bluff was the 
only dissenter. 


Stroud said grounds used 


against him was that he was 
not qualified to teach philoso- 
phy. 
However, he aaid he had 


better 
credentials 
now than 


when he was hired. He said the 
administration 
had 
looked 


negatively upon his community 
activities because he was on 
the Council on Human Rela- 
tions in Jonesboro. 


"I went through all the proce- 


dural channels," Stroud said 
after the board's action. "I'm 
not a radical revolutionist. I 
don't believe in violence. I ac- 
cept the defeat completely." 


The board also voted to ex- 


tend the contract of Reng until 
he reaches retirement age. The 
extension 
will be for three 


years, when Reng will be 65 
years old. His present contract 
expires June 30. 


The board said it would seek 


a successor to Reng before his 
contract expires.

k i d n e y disease originates 
with birth. Sometimes it is 
first noted in children. In 
other cases, it is first noted 
in adult life, as late as 50 
years of age. Sometimes it 
is not diagnosed until after 
death or is found acciden- 
tally on X ray examinations. 


The disease is a progres- 


sive dilation of the little 
tubules in the kidney that 
collect urine and drain to 
the outlet of the kidney to 
the urinary s y s t e m .

control the blood pressure 
and prevent 
complications, 


but, as kidney failure devel- 
ops, the use of an artificial 
kidney, at least intermit- 
tently, is sometimes needed 
and eventually, if k i d n e y 
function gets bad enough, a 
kidney transplant should be 
considered. 


If the kidneys are able to 


clear the w a s t e products 
from the body's metabolism 
and f u n c t i o n reasonably 
well, then, of course, it is 
usually premature to use 
either the artificial kidney or 
transplant. So, your doctor 
will have to determine this 
on the basis of chemical 
tests and your general phy- 
sical condition. But he does 
have means of, determining ; 
how well your kidneys*T»re ' 
functioning. 
: 


The availability of these 


forms of treatment is an ex- 
ample of some of the prog- 
ress that has been made in 
medicine. It has only been 
a few short years ago that 
neither the artificial kidney 
nor kidney transplants could 
be considered and, when the 
kidneys of an individual with 
this problem deteriorated to 
the point where they could 
no longer f u n c t i o n , there 
really wasn't anything that 
could be offered. Now, in 
many instances, there is.

For everyone who enjoys 


antiques revealed in their full 
charm and natural setting, the 
"Hack-In-The-Hills" Antique 
Show and Collectors Fair April 
28, 29 and 30 at War Eagle, Ark. 
is (he place to go. 


This is the tenth year for the 


three-day fair sponsored by the 
Oxarks Arts and Crafts Fair 
Association, and it is held as a 
tribute to the rich cultural 
heritage of the Ozark Mountains. 


This far from typical antique 


fair has the added attractions of 
being located in a 
beautiful 


valley that is almost entirely 
surrounded 
by 
a 
bending, 


twisting river and is held at a 
time of year when the freshness 
of spring runs rampant through 
the hills. 


It doesn't take long for people 


to sense the atmosphere of rustic 
serenity so prevalent in the area 
when they travel the winding 
road through the wooded hills to 
historic War Eagle Mills Farm 
where the show is located. The 
surrounding 
ravines 
and 


hollows, alive with colorful 
blooming dogwood and redbud, 
plus the lush green country 
meadows, immediately give 
visitors a feel of the past and the 
realization that this is how most 
of our nation used to be. 


Within 25 miles of all major 


cities in northwest Arkansas, the 
scenic War Eagle Farm can be 
easily 
reached 
by 
taking 


Arkansas Highway 68 from 
Springdale until it intersects 
with Arkansas Highway 303, the 
graded gravel road which leads 
to the farm. 


Upon arriving at the 250-acre 


farm, visitors will find plenty of

This fair is a 
favorite among antique experts 
becau.se its ideal rural setting 
attracts more people than the 
larger shows in big cities. 


Scouting the countrysides and 


flea markets year 'round for 
relics of the past, these dealers 
are knowledgeable in their field 
and gladly engage in friendly 
shop talk with the buyers and 
visitors who swarm their booths 
when the fair opens at 9 A.M., 
eagerly searching for 
choice 


items. 


And, in this year's vast 


display, there will certainly be 
many choice items. Most of the 
booths will be miscellaneous in 
nature and will offer such an- 
tiques as glassware and china 
pieces, guns and knives, old and 
rare coins, primitive wooden 
tools, old-fashioned toys such as 
beautiful china dolls, handmade 
quilts and coverlets, clocks, 
brass and copper objects and old 
paintings.

northwest Arkansas since it was 
established in 1832. At that time, 
a 
pioneer named 
Sylvanus 


Blackburn 
settled 
in 
the 


beautiful river valley and built 
an impressive two-story log 
cabin which is still standing 
across the road from the fair 
building. 


The Blackburn house has since 


been encased with white weather 
boarding, but the immense logs 
used to build the cabin and the 
high ceiling beams are still left 
exposed inside in their original 
decor. The attractive columned 
house has an upper and lower 
porch and has had many uses 
during its 140 year history. 


A historical marker in front of 


the antebellum home cites the 
role it played during the Civil 
War as headquarters for both the 
Confederate and Union armies at 
various times. The house was 
also used as a summer resort 
and as a hotel for drummers, 
men who traveled by horse and 
buggy calling on country general 
stores to sell them goods. 


Alongside the Blackburn house 


flows a swift mountain stream 
known as the War Eagle River, 
the former source of power for 
the lumber and gristmills Black- 
burn 
operated 
years ago. 


Although the mills have been 
destroyed by fire and floods 
leaving only the foundation, the 
dam Blackburn built across the 
river in 1838 still stands. 


The winding river flows down 


the steep hillsides also bringing 
with it plenty of good fish, and 
people can be seen daily catching 
limits of bream, crappie and 
channel cat. In fact, lots of 
people prefer to fish off the old 
arched bridge that stands over 
the stream near the fairgrounds. 
'Hie bridge, itself, is an antique 
with its rattling wood floor and 
supporting stone pillars and is 
one of the 
few of its kind 


remaining in the state. 


Surrounding with history, the 


natural beauty of the terrain and 
the material possessions of 
generations long gone, it is easy 
to understand 
why so many
